Inclination 
to fee that Book : for which Purpole, one Bur- 
zuvia, a Phyfician, who had a lurpriling 'i'aleur 
in learning feveral .Languages, particularly (he 
Scmjkerrit , was introduced to him, as the pro- 
pped: Pcrfon to be employed to get a Copy t here- 
of. He went to India ; where, after limit* Years 
Stay, and great Trouble, he procured it;. It was 
mandated into the Pehluvi ] .anguage by him, and 
Buzrjumehr the Vizir. Noi/hcrvan ever after, and 
all his Succeflbrs the Perfian Kings, had this Book 
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in high Efteem, and took the greateft Care to 
keep It fecret. At laft, Abu Jaffer Mmfour Zu 
Nikky, who was the Second Khalif of the Abaffi 
Reign, by great Search, got a Copy thereof in the 
Pehhivi Language, and ordered Intern Hoffan Ab- 
aci Mokaffa , who was the moft Learned of that 
Age, to tranflate it into Arabic. This Prince, 
ever after, made it his Guide, not only in Affairs 
relating to the Government, but in private Life 
alfo. 

In the Year 380 of the Hegira , Sultan Mahmud 
Gkazi put it into Verfe. And afterwards, in 
the Year 515, by Order of Bheram Shah ben 
Maffaud, that which Abdal Mokaffa had tran- 
flated, was re-tranflated into Perjic, by Abul 
Mala Naffer allah Mufiofi ; and this is that Ku- 
lila Dianna, which is now extant. As this lat- 
ter had- too many Arabic Verfes, and obfolete 
Phrafes in it ; Molana Ali ben Hoffein Vaez , at 
the Requeft of Emir S obeli. Keeper of the Seals 
to Sultan Hoffein Mirza , put it into a more 
modern Stile, and gave it the title of Anuar 
Soheli. 

In the Year 1002, the Great Mogholjalal o' din 
Mohammed Akbar ordered his own Secretary 
and Vizir , the Learned Abul Fazl, to illuftrate 
the obfeure Paffages, abridge the long Digref- 
fions, and put it into fuch a Stile as would be 
moft familiar to all Capacities ; which he ac- 
cordingly did, and gave it the Name of Ayar 
Danijh , or the Criterion of Wifdom.
